Frank Leaver, of Port Richmond 
a suburb of Philadelphia, was at worl* 
repairing a weight box under the slip 
of the Philadelphia & Reading rail 
road ferry in Camden, N. J., when his 
head was caught between the bumper, 
of a ferryboat and the end of the 
swing bridge. 
He was crushed to 
death. 


Commits Schrank to Asylum. 


John Schrank, the New York man, 
who shot Colonel Roosevelt was com­ 
mitted by Judge A. C. Backus in Mil­ 
waukee, Wis., to the Northern Hospi­ 
tal for the Insane at Oshkosh* 


This disposition of the case was 
taken after the commission of five 
alienists had filed its report declaring 
Schrank insane and after ten or twelve 
witnesses had given testimony in con­ 
nection with the shooting. 


The conclusions of the report signed 
by the alienists follow: 


“First — John Schrank is suffering 
from insane delusions, grandiose in 
character and of a systematic variety. 


“Second—In our opinion, he is In­ 
sane at the present time. 


“Third—On account of the connec­ 
tion between his delucions an the act 
with which he stands charged, we are 
of the opinion he is unable to confer 
intelligently with counsel on the con­ 
duct of his defense/* 


Dies During Initiation. 


The authorities are investigating the 
death of Zadock Troxell Offner, aged 
twenty-one years, unmarried, which oc­ 
curred during the initiation of the 
young man into the JLolay Order of 
Moose at Westernport, five miles west 
ot Keyser, W. Va. 


While members of the organization 
are reticent, it is stated that the death 
of the young man occurred suddenly 
during some “horse play" in the initia­ 
tion, when an electric 
battery was 
used. 


It is stated that the candidate was 
in the process of being “branded“ on 
the chest, when he expired from ex­ 
citement, he baying suffered from a 
weak heart. 


•Idna Allan Escapes Dsath. 


Sldna A{len, leader of the Allen clan 
which shot up the Carroll county court 
at Hilisville last March, resulting in 
the death of five people, was found 
guilty of murder in the second degr q 
at Wytheville, Va., for killing Judge 
Massie. The jury fixed the penalty at 
fifteen years in the penitentiary. 


It is reported at Vienna that the 
Belgrade forts are being hastily armed 
with heavy guns by the Servian war 
office. 


Information has also b4&en reecived 
that all the Servian troops who can 
Ve spared from Prisrend and Monas 
dr have been recalled to the Servian 
lapital. 


Relations between Austria-Hungary 
Mid Servia are now so strained that 
political circles in Vienna have aban 
doned hope of the preservation of 
peace, according to the Neue Gesell* 
echaftliche Correspondenz, of Berlin, 
which says it has its information from 
a diplomatic source. 


Despite official Austrian denials of 
the reported mobilization of the Aus 
tro-Hungarian army, the 
Correspon 
denz declares that five army corps 
have been already mobilized and the 
reserves continue to be called up in 
large numbers. 


The Austro-Hungarian government, 
It continues, is resolved not to await 
the return of the Servian troops op­ 
erating against the Turks, and an ulti 
xnatum to Servia may be expected in a 
few days. 


The situation has become 
mono 
acute through the changed attitude 
of Russia. Sergius Sazonoff, the Rus 
sian foreign minister, after having de­ 
clared suitable as a basis for further 
negotiations the 
Austrian proposal 
guaranteeing Servia a free port on the 
Adriatic sea and a Servian railway 
through 
Albania, but without terri­ 
torial rights, has now abandoned this 
standpoint. 


Austria is now disposed to push the 
question to a decision because if war 
Is inevitable she wants to take ad­ 
vantage of her mobilization 
being 
more advanced than that of the Rus­ 
sian army. 


Servia notified Austria that she can­ 
not definitely define her attitude in 
regard to obtaining a port on the 
Adriatic sea until the end of the Bal­ 
kan war. This action followed a coun­ 
cil, at which King Peter presided. 


While Turkey and the Balkan allies 
are engaged in efforts to arrange a 
truce 
between the opposing armies 
preparatory to a definite peace, prep­ 
arations elsewhere for possible trou­ 
ble on a larger scale show no signs of 
abatement. 


While the intentions of the great 
European powers undoubtedly remain 
peaceful, Austro-Hungarian procedure 
seems to foreshadow separate action 
which will make difficult the realiza­ 
tion of the plan of Premier Asquith, 
of Great Britain, for the settlement of 
near eastern questions as a whole 
when the war is over. 


The 
withdrawal of the Austrian 
warship Admiral Spaun and of the 
Austrian contingent of bluejackets 
from Constantinople, and the sudden 
and unexplained departure for an un­ 
announced destination of the Austrian 
squadron which has been lying at 
Smyrna, are factors which are disturb­ 
ing diplomats, who see in a close un­ 
ion of all the great powers the only 
hope of a peaceable solution. 


The information that the Servian 
war office has recalled all the Servian 
troops that can be spared from the 
columns operating in the neighbor­ 
hood of Prisrend and Monastir, and 
that the fortifications of the Servian 
capital are being hastiiV supplied with^ 
heavy artillery, leads the Austrians to- 
infer that Servia' is not disposed to 
yield, and a pacific settlement of the 
Austro-Servian dispute seems to them 
difficult of realization if Servia’s de­ 
mands are maintained as aij irreduci­ 
ble minimum. 


Unconfirmed messages from Vienna 
stated that 1 1 ,0 0 0 
Austrian 
trpops 
have arrived at Gravosa, on the Gulf 
of Cattaro, in Dalmatia. Within the 
next twenty-four hours there will be 
nearly 20,000 Austrian soldiers at Gra- 
vosa, which is an Important strategic 
position on the Adriatic sea. Messages 
from Cattaro say that 16,000 addi­ 
tional troops are being disembarked 
at Gravosa from transporta to help 
strengthen the garrison. 


Possessed with the idea that she 
Was pursued for dishonorable pur­ 
poses, Miss Maude Van Deusen, aged 
twenty-five years, leaped 
from 
the 
twentieth 
story of the McCormick 
building in Chicago and was crushed 
to death on the Btone paving of an 
alley at the street level. 


She jumped from a fire escape near­ 
ly 250 feet above the ground. Her body 
struck another fire escape at the first 
floor and bounded into the alleyway. 
Nearly all the bones in her body were 
broken, 


Miss Van Deusen, according to pa­ 
pers on her person, was a school 
teacher at Humboldt, Neb. It appeared 
that sho had been seeking a position 
in Chicago and had been obsessed 
with the idea that she had been in 
danger from white slavers. She wrote 
that she had been driven to appeal 
fpr protection to Chief of Police Mc­ 
Weeny, to the federal department of 
justice and to Bocial settlement work­ 
ers. 


She had prepared for death by pin­ 
ning across her bosom a strip of white 
linen, which had been stained crimson 
at either end, and on which she had 
printed in large letters: 


“Death before dishonor.“ 
She had tied around her neck a 
copy of the New Testament, in which 
she had marked passages in St. John. 
She held her handbag in her hand 
and it was picked up near her body. 
In it was another marked Bible and a 
typewritten statement of several thou­ 
sand words, entitled “Part of my life’s 
history.“ 
“I will die olean, if I have 
to kill myself,“ was written at the 
head of one of the sheets. 


A strip of bacon, a small paper of 
pepper, an ounce of tea and $3.19 in 
currency were found in the handbag. 


“I am trying to write this without 
the least emotion,“ her typewritten 
statement began, “and though the iol* 
lowing statement may seem dramatic, 
your reason will assure you that Ihoj 
contain only commonsense. 


“I have very little money and am 
not allowed to hold a position. I will 
accept no money but what I earn. 


“If I do not get help it will be a 
certainty that I cannot escape falling 
into the hands of the spiritualist white 
slave trade and that will force me to 
self-destruction.“ 


The police are mystified over what 
Miss Van Deusen meant by “spiritual­ 
ist whice slave trade.“ 


Mr. Rayner’s death removes one or 
the Democrats on whom tbe control of 
the senate depended in the new con­ 
gress.

Riddled with buckshot as the result 
of being shot by an infuriated huntei 
after their automobile had run over 
his hound, Mr, and Mrs. William H 
Forster, prominent Erie, Pa,, society 
folk, are patients at the Hamot hos­ 
pital. 


Both are seriously injured and Mrs. 
Forster’s condition is critical. 
Their 
chauffeur, 
George 
Keller, was also 
wounded and three hours afterward 
Lloyd D. Pastorius was arrested by 
Detective Sergeant Brown. 


Tha »hooting took place near Wal* 
aut Creek, fourteen 
miles 
west of 
Erie. 
The Forster machine ran over 
a hunting dog owned by Pastorius, 
and before it had gone five faat after 
hitting the dog, Pastorius, it is alleged, 
raised his double-barreled gun to his 
shoulder and let go both barrels. 


Mr. and Mrs. Forster were seated in 
the rear, and both loads took them 
square in the face, the bulk of the 
shot striking Mrs, Forster. 


Dr. Houghton, chief physician in at­ 
tendance at the hospital, Bald that Mr 
Forster will recover, but Mrs. Foster’s 
condition Is extremely critical 
and 
nothing definite can be said in regard 
to her for the next twenty-four hours. 


Pastorius did not offer the police­ 
man who arrested him any resistance 
and admitted; it is said, that he had 
fired the shot. 
He is being held at 
headquarters on an open charge.

Nearly all the physicians in the vi­ 
cinity were summoned to the shaft to 
attend to the injured, Most of the vie 
tims were removed to the Pittston hos 
pital. 


An investigation shows that the ac 
¿ident was caused by a depression in 
the surface, which caused the roof tr 
fall and entombed the men in the 
place they were working.

As compared with thfc normal proc­ 
ess by which towns come into being, 
their development proceeding spon­ 
taneously and by slow stages, It is in­ 
teresting to note the occasional delib­ 
erate construction of large seaports, 
and other towns, complete and ready 
for occupancy in a few years’ time;

foundation. In contrast to these suc­ 
cessful experiments in city-building, 
we learn that the port of Huengechow, 
which* was laid out in the spring of 
1909 on the shore of Yehli bay, 10 
miles by water from Macao harbor 
(China), has by no means realized the 
hope of its creators that it would 
speedily become a formidable rival to 
the neighboring ports of Macao and 
Hong Kong. 
It was built on up-to- 
date lines, with 
telephones, 
water­ 
works, electric light, tramways, etc., 
but it has not succeeded in attracting 
trade, and its present population is 
only 2,000. 


HAIR FOR THE BALD. 


If you are bald* and desire a now 
h^ad of hair, you can have it. 
Dr. 
Szekely Ferencz of Budapest has in­ 
venting a way of planting hair in th« 
scalp. A man or woman with thin­ 
ness of hair about the parting 
can 
have another 400 or 500 strands set 
and combed over^without much diffi­ 
culty. 
The method of planting hair 
as explained by Dr. Szekely Ferener 
Is as follows; 


The scalp is first carefully cleansed, 
and then anaethetised with a solu­ 
tion of novocaine. 
Tho operator uses 
a number of small hooks, made 
of 
gold wire, and in the eyelet of each 
hook a double folded hair is inserted. 
The hook is then pushed into the 
scalp with the air of a special needle, 
of which from 300 to 400 aredn read­ 
iness, all prepared with hook 
and 
hair. 
When the needle 
has 
been 
pushed into the scalp it is turned at 
a right angle and then pulled out, 
leaving the hair under the skin fas­ 
tened by tho outstanding end of the 
hook. 
Thus the little bit of gold acts 
as an anchor to hold the end of the 
hair. 


As at one sitting not more than 
from 300 to 400 hairs can be emplant- 
ed, a full head of hair requires from 
25 to 40 sittings, assuming that from 
10,000 to 25,000 hairs will cover a 
head. 
If the hairs are Bomewhat long 
then considerably fewer are neces­ 
sary, because In this case it is suffi­ 
cient to implant several hundred hairs 
around the parting, and these 
long 
hairs are combed across the scalp so 
as to cover the bald surface. 
After 
the sittings there is very little reac- i 
tion on the scalp, and even that dis­ 
appears after one, or, at most, two 
days. Of course, every precaution must 
be taken to ensure perfect cleanliness 
and antisepsis. 
As to the frequency 
of 
sittings, 
Dr. 
Szekely 
Ferencz 
says that he is able to apply the treat­ 
ment every alternate day. 
If there is 
some Inflammation around a hair this 
is pulled out, whereupon the inflam­ 
mation promptly ceases.

the flsh-eaters and the vegetarians.

Further experiments were made to : 
prove the relative health-giving prop- \ 
erties of the three diets, with the re- , 
suit that the livers of the meat-eating i 
ducks were shown to be in a far bet- j 
ter condition than those fed on fish \ 
or vegetables. 


M. Perrier declares his opinion that 
vegetarianism 
is 
much 
over-rated, 
and that the eating of much meat is 
not only harmless, but 
health-giving 
and useful. 


“Everybody should eat 
plenty 
of 
meat,” says 
the 
professor, "unless 
suffering from from special complaint 
which renders it obnoxious. 
Except 
in such cases, a meat 
diet 
is 
the 
healthiest of diets for healthy people."

A Frenchman who has made an ex­ 
amination of the food canal in mam­ 
mals has measured the length of it in 
280 specimens that belong to 30 spe­ 
cies. 
He has found that the ratio be­ 
tween the length of the canal and the 
length of the body is smallest in the 
carnivorous animals, larger in those 
that are called omnivorous, and larg­ 
est in the vegetarians. 
In 
other 
words, the length of the food tract 
seems to vary with the digestibility of 
the kinds 
of 
food that are con­ 
sumed. 
The rule holds true in birds 
as well as in animals. 
In man 
the 
alimentary canal is about 30 feot long, 
—usually from 
five to six times the 
length of the body,

thorities of Mlno-Machi, Japan, spent 
a good deal of money in laying out a 
public 
park, and adorning it with a 
magnificent monkey house, in which a 
large number of apes were installed 
for the amusement and education of 
the natives.

THE WOMAN WHO “COLLECTS” 


I 


The announcement that it will soon 
be possible to transmit pictures by 
wireless has been received with doubt 
In some scientific organs. 
Neverthe* 
less the sending of pictures by air Is 
a legitimate development of the trans­ 
mission of pictures by the telegraph 
wire, according to London Engineer* 
ing. Both processes are no doubt mys­ 
terious to the lay mind. To send pic­ 
tures by wire is the simpler of the 
two, though in actual operation beset 
with difficulties. 
Only by prolonged 
attention to minute detail and by most 
skilled effort on the part of instru­ 
ment makers has the system been 
brought to a degree of perfection that 
Justifies 
its 
commercial 
exploita­ 
tion. 


A photograph to be sent by wire on 
what is called the telectrograph is 
first printed upon a thin sheet of lead. 
By means of a "screen" and camera 
such as are in general use in photo-en­ 
graving, the image is resolved into a 
series of lines. 
These . lines 
are 
formed in the lead foil by a pigment- 1 
ed glue, which is not a conductor of , 
electricity. Eventually they are press­ 
ed down into the foil. This foil, with 
its image, is then wrapped around a 
revolving cylinder similar in princl- • 
pie to that of the phonograph. 
In 
place of the phonograph needle, how­ 
ever, Is an iridum stylus or pen, which 
travels lightly 
over the revolving 
image. 
As long as the pen traverses 
the plain tin foil an electric current r 
passes along the wire connected with 
the pen; but the moment the pen 
traverses the glue line forming the 
image the current is broken. 
Conse­ 
quently, when the cylinder revolves at 
high speed a series of momentary cur­ 
rents will be produced in the wire 
leading from the pen.—Current Litera­ 
ture.

Armageddon in the Hebrew slgnitles 
the “Hill of Megiddo,” or Mount of De­ 
struction. 
It was famous as a battle­ 
field In Old Testament times. 


The Lord has seen fit to associate the 
name Armageddon* wltb the great con­ 
troversy 
between Truth and Error, 
right and wrong, God and Mammon, 
with which this Age will dose, perish, 
and the New Age of Messiah's glory 
be ushered In. 
He has purposely used 
highly symbolical figures of speech in 
the last book of the Bible, evidently 
with a view to hiding certain impor­ 
tant trut hs until the due time for their 
revealmout 
But even in the due time, 
the Bible assures us. "None of the 
wicked shall understand" (Daniel xii, 
9, lOKnone who are out of heart har­ 
mony with God—but only the wise of 
His people—the “wise virgin” class of 
the Master's parable. 


I have long avoided presentation of 
my understanding of our text and its 
context. 
I take it up now by request 
and because I believe It is due time to 
be understood. 
I disclaim any special 
inspiration. 
In some particulars my 
views agree with those of other Bible 
students, and in other respects they 
disagree. 
Each hearer must use his 
own judgment, do his own Bible study, 
and reach his own conclusions. 


Kindly remember that I am not re­ 
sponsible for the figures of speech used 
by the Lord. My interpretations do in­ 
deed constitute a terrible arraignment 
of institutions which we have all rever- 
enced and which embrace good people, 
of good words and good works 
God’s 
saintly people in these various institu 
tions, being comparatively few, are 
Ignored when systems as a whole are 
dealt with in prophecy. 


The Dragon, Beast, False Prophet. 
Our context tells us that three lm 
pure spirits (teachings) will go forth 
from the mouths of the Dragon, the 
Beast and the False Prophet, and these 
three will be in accord, and symbolical, 
ty the doctrines are represented by 
“frogs.” 
These three doctrines are to 
have a mighty influence throughout the 
civilized earth. 
They are to gather 
the kings and their armies to the jrreat 
Battle of Armageddon.

Applying these symbols, we learn 
that an evil spirit. Influence, teaching, 
will come from the Protestant churches 
federated, from the Church of Rome,

The spirit of all will 
be boastful: an air of superior wisdom 
and knowledge will be proudly assum- 
ed—all will croak In harmony. All will 
tell of dire results that would fallow, 
involving the interests of both the 
present and the future life, if their 
counsel be not followed 
However con­ 
flicting the creeds, the differences will 
be Ignored in the general proposition 
that nothing ancient must be disturb­ 
ed, or looked into, or repudiated. 


The Divine authority of the Church, 
and the Divine right of kings, aside 
from the Church, will not be allowed 
to conflict 
Any persons or teachings 
in conflict with these boastful and on- 
scriptural claims will be branded as 
everything vile, at the months of these 
"frogs" speaking from pulpits and 
platforms and through the religious 
and secular press. 
The nobler senti* 
ments of some will be strangled by the 
philosophy of the same evil spirit 
which spoke through Caiaphas, the 
high priest, respecting Jesns. As Cala* 
phas declared It expedient to commit 
a crime in violation of justice, human 
and Divine, to be rid of Jesus and His 
teachings, so this "frog" spirit will ap­ 
prove of every violation of principle 
necessary to their self-protection. 


The croaking of these "f rog” spirits or 
doctrines will gather the kings and 
princes, financial, political, religions 
and industrial Into one great army 
The spirit of fear. Inspired by the 
croaklngs of these "frogs," will scourge 
the passions of otherwise good and 
reasonable men to fury, desperation. 
In their blind following of these evil 
spirits, evil doctrines, they will be 
ready to sacrifice lift and everything 
on the altar of w hat they mistakenly 
suppose is justice, truth and righteous 
ness, under a Divine arrangem ent 
For a brief time, as we understand 
the Scriptures, these combined forces 
of Armageddon will triumph. 
Free 
speech, free mails, and other liberties 
which have come to be the very breath 
of the masses in our day, will be ruth­ 
lessly shut off under the plea of neces­ 
sity, the glory of God, the commands 
of the Church, etc. All will seem to be 
serene, until the great social explosion 
in our context described as the "great 
Earthquake."

and authorized by Him to reign in His 
name and in His stead.

and some of these may be serving ig 
norantiy, as did Saul of Tarsus, who

ties, so the Lord does tin) v*»in ii he .

and fijrht on His side of any queMhm 
"His servants they are to whom they 
render service," whatever the motive 
or object prompting them 
The same principles will apply In the 
coming Battle of Armageddon. God*s 
side of that battle will be the people’s 
side, and the very nondescript host 
the people, will be pitted at the begin 
nlng of the battle. 
Anarchists. Social 
ksts. and hot-headed radicals of ever) 
rehool of reason and unreason, will lm 
hi the forefront of that battle. 
The 
majority of the poor and the middle 
class prefer peace at almost any price 
A comparatively small number, God’s 
consecrated people, will at heart be 
longing for Messiah's Kingdom. These 
will bide the Lord's time snd wait pa 
llently for it; they will be of good 
¿ourage, knowing the outcome outlined 
in the "more sure word of prophecy/ 
to which they have done well to take 
heed, "as unto a light shining in a 
dark place until the Day dawn.”—11 
Peter i, 19 
The masses will be restless of their 
restraints, but will be conscious of 
their own weakness as compared to the 
kings and princes, financial, religious 
snd political, which will then hold 
sway. 
Besides, the masses have no 
sympathy with anarchy 
They realize 
truly that the worst form of govern* 
ment is better than none. The masses 
will seek relief through the ballot and 
peaceful re-adjustment of earth's af­ 
fairs for the elimination of evil, fee 


to upholders of law shall become vio­ 
lators of the law and reslsters of the 
will of the majority as expressed by 
the ballot 
Fear for the future will 
lead the well-meaning masses to desper­ 
ation; and anarchy will result when 
Socialism falls. 


The Cloud's Silver Lining, 
Horrible would be this outlook for 
the future did we not have the Infalli­ 
ble Word of God assuring us of a 
glorious outcomel Divine Wisdom has 
withheld until our day the great knowl­ 
edge and skill which is at the same 
time breeding millionaires and discon­ 
tents. Had God lifted the veil a thou­ 
sand years sooner, the world would 
have lined up for tts Armageddon a 
thousand years 
sooner. 
But 
that 
would have been too soon for the Di­ 
vine purpose, because Messiah's King­ 
dom Is to be the great Thousand- 
Year-Sabbath of the world's history. 
God in kindness veiled our eyes until 
the time when the gathering to Ar­ 
mageddon would immediately precede 
Messiah's taking to Himself His great 
power, and beginning His reign.—Reve­ 
lation xU IT, 18. 


“Send Them Strong Delusions«19 
S t Paul wrote prophetically of our 
time, that it would be one of serious 
trial and testing to many professing to 
be Christians. The reason for this he 
states—they received not the Truth In 
the love of i t (II Thessalonions 11, 10, 
11.) They preferred their own errone­ 
ous theories, the Apostle explains, and 
therefore God will give them over to a 
"strong delusion«” and let them believe 
the lie which they preferred, and let 
them suffer for missing the Truth 
which they did not love. 
Thus they 
will be in the condemned host "fight­ 
ing against God,” because of their lack 
of love for the Truth.

For the first time in' its his­ 
tory the Chicago board of education 
will offer to persons not of common 
school age some of the benefits that 
the presence of school buildings may 
bring to a neighborhood. This decision 
]vas reached at a recent meeting of 
the board’s committee on social cen­ 
ters. 


To help the people get their money’s 
worth out of 
expensive eqquipment 
used only a few hours out of the day 
is the object of the innovation. At va­ 
riance with persons who would have 
the use .of school, property 
and re­ 
sources restricted entirely to educa­ 
tional purposes, the committee of the 
board intends to maintain places * of 
evening recreation wherever the peo­ 
ple of a neighborhood accept the op­ 
portunities offered to them. 


“Our idea in opening these social 
centers,” * said Dean Sumner, in ex­ 
plaining the new policy, “is to learn if 
there is a demand 
for the use 
of 
schools^ by adults. 
If there is such a 
demand or if we can create 
it, 
we 
shall develop the centers into evening 
meeting places for parents* clubs, for 


social organizations and for civic de­ 
bating societies, all under the direc­ 
tion of the principal of the center, 
who is also the principal 
of 
the 
school. 


“Last year we conducted ten school 
buildings as centers for children. 


“Each of the centers for the chil­ 
dren was provided with 
a principal 
and six teachers. 
Parents came in 
swarms with their children 
and so 
they really made use of the buildings' 
as social centers for adults before the 
privileges were 
formdlly 
given 
to 
them. 


“For the children we shall continue 
the privilege of recreation in the old 
schools and in those added this year. 
In ihe same buildings the older peo­ 
ple will be urged to form social clubs, 
hear lectures, attend dramatics, join 
in advanced gymnasium work and hear 
and participate in debates.”

Shark Spaaring. 


Shark spearing is a profitable indus­ 
try in Malaysia, though attended by 
an element of danger and no end of 
excitement 
The chief value of the 
fish is its liver, which yields an oil 
that is refined in Europe and sold as 
cod liver oil. 
In October the ocean 
sharks come into the lagoon, between 
the barrier reef and the atolls, to pair. 
At this time they can be speared In 
large numbers by people skilled in 
catching them. There are several spe­ 
cies of these sharks, and they ordi­ 
narily run from seven to fifteen feet 
in length. 
The liver of a shark of 
this size gives about five gallons of oil. 
The sharks are found in pairs, and the 
harpooners try to kill the male first, 
in which case they are able also to 
spear the female, as it does not desert 
its mate.—Argonaut

Heretofore the fleet in practice fired 
at targets made by hoisting screens 
of canvas on masts erected on rafts 
of heavy timbers, which were anchor­ 
ed on the range at various 
points, 
their exact location being unknown to 
the firing vessel. 
These screens were 
painted dark gray, 
with

white 
streak at the foot, supposed to repre­ 
sent the bow wave of an oncoming 
torpedo boat.

If you are bald^ and desire a new 
head of hair, you can have It 
Dr. 
Szekely Ferencz of Budapest has In- 
venting a way of planting hair in the 
•calp. 
A man or woman with thin- 
ness of hair about the parting 
can 
have another 400 or 500 strands set 
and combed over^without much difll- 
culty. 
The method of planting hair 
«8 explained by Dr. Szekely Ferencr 
Is as follows: 


The scalp is first carefully cleansed, 
and then anaethetlsed 
with a solu- 
tion of novocalne. 
The operator uses 
a number of small hooks, made 
of 
gold wire, and In the eyelet of each 
hook a double folded hair Is inserted. 
The hook is then pushed 
into 
the 
scalp with the air of a special needle, 
of which from 300 to 400 a r e d n rMd- 
Iness, all prepared with hook 
and 
hair. 
When the needle 
has 
been 
pushed Into the scalp it Is turned at 
a right angle and then pulled 
out, 
leaving the hair under the skin fas- 
tened by the outstanding end of the 
hook. 
Thus the little bit of gold acts 
as an anchor to hold the end of the 
hair. 


As at one sitting not more 
than 
from 300 to 400 hairs can be emplant- 
ed, a full head of hair requires from 
25 to 40 sittings, assuming that from 
10.000 to 25.000 hairs will cover a 
head. 
If the hairs are somewhat long i 
then 
considerably 
fewer are 
neces- 
sary, because In this case It Is suffi- 
cient to Implant several hundred hairs 
around the parting, and these 
long 
hairs are combed across the scalp so 
as to cover the bald surface. 
After 
the sittings there is very little reac- i 
tlon on the scalp, and even that dis- 
appears after one, or, at most, two 
days. Of course, every precaution must 
be taken to ensure perfect cleanliness 
and antisepsis. 
As to the frequency 
of 
sittings, 
Dr. 
Szekely 
Perencz 
says that he is able to apply the treat- 
ment every alternate day. 
If there Is 
some inflammation around a hair this 
Is pulled out, whereupon the inflam- 
mation promptly ceases.

Fierce Fire at Lime Kilns* 


Fire broke out Friday night shortly af- 
ter 8 o'clock at the plant of the Pennsyl- 
vania Lime Producta Co., about 3i miles 
from town, beyond Bittinger Station, 
near the W. M. railroad. 
Having gained 
great headway before being discovered, 
and with no means of fighting the flames, 
the wooden superstructure at the lime 
kilns, with the trestle leading from the 
quarry, were almost entirely destroyed.

standard 
boring machine now on tho market

BIG DREDGE ON YUKON RIVER 


One of Greatest Machines Ever Built 
Has Been Installed In That In- 
accessible Country. 


The old miner who went into the 
j Klondike fifteen years ago to bring 
t out gold with no more elaborate out- 
fit than a tin pan would have scoffed 
at the suggestion that In a compara- 
tively few years one of the greatest 
river dredges in the world would be 
; taken into that inaccessible country 
to scour the river bottoms for the 
settlings of the ages. The Canadian 
Klondike company has Just installed 
a dredge at Dawson, on the Yukon, 
which is a monster, and at work taking 
up the bottom gravel and shifting it at 
the rate of 10,000 cubic yards a day. 
The construction was begun in August 
and completed In November and the 
boat is 130 feet long by 91 feet wide. 
The machinery of the dredge is oper- 
ated by electrical power, and while 
the Investment was of course enor- 
mous, the craft is now moored in one 
of the richest spots in the world and 
it is expected 
that 
a vast 
amount 
of gold win be recovered.

HICAGO.—Thirteen public 
school 
buildings 
"Will be opened in Chi- 
cago 
soon as 
neighborhood 
social 
centers. 
For the first time iri its his- 
tory the Chicago board of education 
will offer to persons not of common 
school age some of the benefits that 
the presence of school buildings may 
bring to a neighborhood. This decision 
"Svas reached at a recent meeting of 
the board's committee on social cen- 
ters. 


To help the people get their money's 
worth out of 
expensive 
eqquipment 
used only a few hours out of the day 
is the object of the innovation. At va- 
riance with persons who would have 
the use .of schooli property 
and re- 
sources restricted entirely to educa- 
tional purposes, the committer of the 
board intends to maintain places ^ of 
evening recreation wherever the peo- 
ple of a neighborhoòd accept the op- 
portunities offered to them, 


"Our idea in opening these social 
centers," 'said Dean Sumner, in ex- 
plaining the new policy, "is to learn if 
there is a demand 
for the use 
of 
schools^ by adults. 
If there is such a 
demand or if we can create 
It, 
we 
shall develop the centers into evening 
meeting places for parents' clubs, for 


social organizations and for civic de- 
bating societies, all under the direc- 
tion of the principal of the center, 
who is also the principal 
of 
the 
school. 


"Last year we conducted ten school 
buildings as centers for children, 


"Each of the centers for the chil- 
dren was provided with 
a principal 
and six teachers. 
Parents came in 
swarms with their children 
and so 
they really made use of the buildings' 
as social centers for adults before the 
privileges were 
forniiilly 
given 
to 
them. 


"For the children we shall continue 
the privilege of recreation in the old 
schools and in those added this year. 
In Ihe same buildings the older peo- 
ple will be urged to form social clubs, 
hear lectures, attend dramatics. Join 
in advanced gymnasium work and hear 
and participate in debates."

Washington.—The Atlantic fleet in 
target practice this 
fall 
and 
next 
spring will make 
several 
important 
departures. 
These include; 


Firing at actual torpedo boats in- 
stead of canvas targets in night prac- 
tice. 


Firing actual torpedoes, minus ex- 
plosives, at real ships. 


Firing on the old San Marcos v/reck 
at short instead of long range. 


Heretofore the fleet in practice fired 
at targets made by hoisting screens 
of canvas on masts erected on rafts 
of heavy timbers, which wore anchor- 
ed on the range at various 
points, 
their exact location being unknown to 
the firing vessel. 
These screens were 
painted dark gray, 
with 
a 
white 
streak at the foot, supposed to repre- 
sent the bow wave of an 
oncoming 


torpedo boat. 


There were usually 
four 
targets, 
and the 
firing 
ship was directed to 
steam 
along 
a 
certain 
prescribed 
course. At a certain point, marked by 
anchoring another vessel, brightly lit 
up, on the range, the firing ship was 
permitted to turn on her searchlights 
and begin hunting for tho targets, of 
which there wero usually two on each 
side. When she found them the ship 
had a certain number of minutes al- 
lowed her in which to hit all four tar- 
gets. 


The targets this year will be gen- 
uine torpedo boats. 
Orders have been 
issued to prepare three of the old and 
out-of-date torpedo craft of the reserve 
division for service as target vessels. 
They will be built up amidship to give 
them the high free board and as near- 
ly as possible tho general appearance 
of a modern destroyer, and 
will 
be 
filled 
with cork to keep them afloat 
as long as possible, even though rid- 
dled with rapid-fire shells. 


Que ship from each class of vessels, 
that is, one dreadnaught, one battle- 
ship of the Connecticut class^ one of 
the Georgia class, and so on, will do 
the actual 
firing. 
The entire fleet will 
forun in column to come on the range. 
As shown in the diagram 
(No. 1) 
tho point for commencing fir« is mark- 
ed by a station ship. 
But, to assist In 
reproducing as nearly as possible the 
exact scenario of a night engagement, 
a flotilla of destroyers will be sent out 
ahead of the fleet to act as a screen, 
precisely as would be done in time of
